Traffic Solution 
Must Come Now

One thing seems certain to me and it is that the city 
fathers are going to have to do something about traffic 
in Plano and it cannot be a future endeavor 
This town is cursed with traffic snarls, bad in­ 
tersections. narrow streets and blind corners, all which 
contribute to hazardous driving. 
The excuse that the city grew too fast is not going to 
pacify citizens forever who see new construction daily, 
and hundreds of new faces and, of course, additional 
automobiles hitting the streets weekly. 
Talking about it and not immediately dealing with 
the problem is only allowing it to grow steadily worse. 
A year ago FM 544 was going to be expanded. New' 
businessess continue to build in that area creating 
heavier traffic, and the little old farm road just sits 
there not getting any wider nor any safer. 
Some people who live in areas past Custer Rd. have 
no alternative but to drive on FM 544. There are no 
other access roads to their homes. 
The intersection at 544 and 15th is a death trap. 
Traffic can be tied up at peak hours for 15 minutes per 
car before moving through. One hour or so a day, a 
policeman is stationed there and during that hour the 
traffic moves very reasonably. But we don’t have 
enough policemen to put on every corner for all day 
periods. 
Our population projection for the next IO y ears is 
near 80,000. Count the number of cars that will bring 
into the area and ask yourselves how long the present 
facilities will take care of the influx. I hate to think 
about it. 
People who choose surburbia over city dwelling often 
consider traffic as one plus, because the cities have not 
only heavy traffic, but the pollution index is m uch 
higher. However, those of us in Plano have a lot of the 
same problems in our traffic set-up, and in som e cases 
it seems a good deal worse. 
I hope to see some really strong efforts m ade in the 
area of traffic control, even if it costs m ore money. We 
Ilave to ha vc it and the longer we w ait, the w orse it will 
get.

The Com­ 
mittee and OECD jointly 
developed the plan 
A year and a half in the 
making, the plan was hailed 
by the Council as the state’s 
first organized, coordinated

services should be provided 
by the government only 
when the family and private 
agencies cannot meet the 
need.” 
According to the proposed 
plan, a community would 
determine its own needs and 
resources through a “ local 
council for young chidren,” 
made up of public agencies,

“ When a local community 
cannot meet all the needs of 
its children, then help is 
possible from 
regional and 
state resources through a

McDonald said. “ The plan

levels in Texas, beginning at 
the community level.” 
“ The plan then assumes 
that 
collaboration

terize both the process of 
making decisions about child 
development activities in the

McDonald con­ 
tinued. 
The 
plan 
focuses 
on 
prevention, McDonald said.

is, reducing social 
problems and abnormalities 
in

and

lessening future burdens 
that the state will have to 
bear.” 
“ Objectives also aim at 
enhancing the quality of life 
for children: specifically, to 
provide for children’s basic 
needs; prevent handicaps;

The new state plan calls 
for no new state operating 


agency and no basic change 
in structure or function of 
participating 
agencies, 
McDonald pointed out.

A recent Chase Manhattan 
Bank study estimated that 
capital and other financial 
r e q u i r e m e n t s 
o f 
the petroleum industry will 
total $1.35 trillion for 1970- 
1985. Under the cu rren t 
taxing system, the industry 
will have to raise at least 
$695 billion in the m arket, 
with the rest coming from 
profits. Therefore, existing 
tax advantages are essential 
if the petroleum producers 
are together enough funds to 
meet the necessary costs. 
Although oil profits have 
risen in the past IO years, the 
percentage rise has been far 
below profit margins for 
m anufacturing and other 
industries. Furthermore, the 
petroleum 
industry, 
more 
than any other industry, 
faces 
trem endous 
in­ 
vestment costs - expected to 
rise 38 percent this year, 
over the 1973 expenditures. 
The cost of drilling an oil 
well now stands at „about 
$106,000, while the cost. of 
building an average refinery 
may run as high as $250 
million. 
The cost for a program to 
achieve self-sufficiency will 
req u ire over $15 billion 
annually. 
The 
proposed 
phasing out of the depletion 
allow ance and 
the 
im ­ 
position of unreasonable 
taxes will severely damage 
our efforts to accomplish 
this needed increase in 
production and exploration. 
Perhaps the worst result of 
elim inating the depletion 
allowance is the disastrous 
effect it will have on our 
Independent oil producers, 
who depend heavily on the 
reinvestment revenue this 
brings.The impact on these 
small businessmen will be 
much heavier than on the 
major oil companies. 
There are currently many 
boisterous opponents of the 
depletion allowance. The Oil 
and Gas Energy Tax Act of 
1974, is currently pending in 
the House Ways and Means 
C om m ittee. This bill, if 
enacted would eliminate the 
depletion allowance and 
place more taxes on the 
profits 
made by the oil 
companies. Hopefully, the 
opponents of depletion will 
consider the damaging ef­ 
fect elimination will have 
before they ultimately make 
up their minds.

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Steak of the Future

NEW YORK (UPI) - Soy­ 
beans may be the steak of 
our future. 
They are attracting 
so 
much interest already that 
the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) has just 
published a bulletin telling 
home cooks how to prepare, 
store and serve them. 
The bulletin, “Soybeans in 
Family Meals,’’ deals with 
dried, canned and fresh, 
green soybeans and soy 
products. 
Only 
v e g e ta b le -ty p e 
soybeans should be used for 
cool-mg. They are somewhat 
larger and milder in flavor 
than field beans, the bulletin 
says. The field type are used 
for oil and commercial flour 
production. 
Fresh soybeans are ready 
for harvest when the pods 


are bright green and plump. 
Each pod contains only two 
beans. The pod itself is 
inedible and 
the 
beans 
contain a substance that can 
be somewhat toxic if they 
are 
eaten 
raw 
or 
un­ 
dercooked. 
Soybeans are comparable 
with steak because 
their 
protein content is about 
twice as high as that of meat 
and fish, about one and one- 
half times that of cheese, 
and three times as great as 
eggs. They also are rich in 
vitamins and minerals. 
Soy products such as flour, 
bean curd, 
g rits, m ilk, 
sprouts and the mash or pulp 
remaining from homemade 
soy m ilk also are con­ 
centrated sources of protein, 
vitamins and minerals. 
The USDA bulletin con­ 
tains only 42 recipes but 
about 200 more are available 


in “The Proteins-for-Pennies 
Cookbook" by John Woods 
(Wyden). Woods is a Texan 
who grew up in soybean 
farm country. His recipes 
range from soups, chili and 
other main dishes to baked 
goods and desserts. The best 
in the last two categories are 
those with spices and other 
highly flavored ingredients 
that help mask a beany 
flavor.
